Report of the School Board. 


Another year of school work has drawn to a close and 
we herewith submit our annual report. 

We have not accomplished all that we wished, but we 
know that our schools as a whole have done good work, and 
made good progress. 

We consider that we have been fortunate this year in our 
staff of teachers. 

The attendance at Miss West’s and Miss Ingall’s schools, 
owing to the severe weather, has made the work very hard for 
these teachers, (in fact the severe weather has affected all our 
schools) but as a whole both these teachers have given very 
satisfactory wark. 

Miss Rich after nearly three years’ work at the Junction 
school, resigned to accept a position nearer her home, and Miss 
Kimball, who substituted for Mrs. Bartlett at the Village 
school, was secured to fill the position, and both as substitute 
and regular teacher she was well liked and ‘gave good satis- 
faction. 

Mrs. Bartlett, after her vacation, resumed her school at 
the Village with her usual ‘good success. 

Miss Roberts we consider one of the best instructors we 
ever had. 

One thing we wish to call the parents’ attention to is the 
large number of absent and tardy marks on our school regis- 
ters, as no child can do good work unless they are regular in 
their attendance at school.
